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The worst storm tha t has visited 
this vicinity this year, and one of the 
heaviest rains tha t has ever fallen 
here in so short a period, occurred 
Saturday night. 
The early stages of 
the storm were marked by a heavy 
wind and destructive lightning, while 
later in the night the rain fell in toi- 
rents. 
T h e T eleg r a p h ’s govern­ 
ment rainguage registered 3 20 inches 
of rainfall, which would almost indi­ 
cate a cloudburst. 
The heaviest damage resulting from 
the storm is the hundreds of acres of 
com which are 
blown and beaten 
down. 
Many heavy individual losses 
are caused by the barns burned and in 
every direction the lights from burn­ 
ing buildings could be seen following 
the terrible electrical storm. 
The heavy rain tilled creeks and 
streams and washed roads in all parts 
of the surrounding country. The rain 
in the vicinity of Lee Center was not 
as heavy as here, y et nevertheless, 
water in the Inlet ditch was raised 
nearly three feet. 


BOCK KIVER ON TEAK. 
The sudden rise of Rock River was 
almost without precedent. 
Through 
the night afld Sunday forenoon the 
heighth of the water in the river was 
raised seven feet, the highest point 
bsing reached just before noon Sun­ 
day. 
It was feared for a time that 
serious damage would be done to 
the new Dxion daih not y et complet* 
ed, but fortunately the worst damage 
is only a delay in the work, aud a 
week’s set back is probably tbe result. 
Two large cribs built to fill the re­ 
maining gap in the dam had been 
anchored with ropes just above the 
opening. 
At 8’clock Sunday morning 
these were 
both torn from 
their 
fastenings by the flo*d 
of 
water, 
and 
although they were 
partial­ 
ly 
weighted 
with 
stone 
they 
were hurled through the opening to the 
river below. 
They were caught with 
boats and anchored, one on the north 
shore and the other at the bridge 
The largest crib will be taken apart 
and rebuilt above the dam and tbe 
other floated to its place below. 
The only damage to the completed 
work as the wrecking of one crib at 
tbe south side of tbe gap in the dam. 
Many cords of 
stone which 
had 
been piled 
ready 
to 
put 
into 
the 
last 
cribs 
were 
loosened 
and carried away by the flood together 
with several hundred loads of earth 
which were to have been dumped 
back of the sheet piling. About three 
or four feet of sheet piling were also 
torn away. 
The work of cleaning out the recon- 
rtructed race 
was just completed 
Saturday night and the water turned 
in saved some of the flood at tbe open­ 
ing in the dam. 


DAMAGE IN CITY. 
On College avenue Ed. Condon’s 
house was struck by ligntning about 
2:30 a m. Sunday, the damage con­ 
sisting of a chimney being knocked 
down and scattered over a consider­ 
able area. 
Charles Dement came out from Chi­ 
cago early Sunday morning and stated 
that he saw seven fires between De 
Kalb and Dixon all undoubtedly caus­ 
ed by lightning. 
Third street at the arch was flooded 
by the big volume of water and this 
flowed north over the curbing and 
sidewalk at I, L. Martin’s home and 
ran into the cellar, inflecting much 
damage.

The barn of Mr. McDermott in Mar­ 
ion township was also destroyed by 
fire. 
Henry Sholtz lost a large quantity 
of hay and grain in tbe burning of the 
old mill northeast of Franklin Grove.

EOW EE lies on the railway. 
The mall trains, b ringing peo­

* found a “dugout” hidden b y the riv er 
b ank and sought to float away where 
the remorseless dogs could

Mayor Wayland F. Bennett of the 
little town of Thompson in Carroll 
county was shot and killed Saturday 
by one of the two bandits whom the 
mayor and town marshal were a t­ 
tempting to arrest. Both the out­ 
laws were captured after a running 
fight in which citizens joined in bug­ 
gies. on horseback and on foot. The 
man who did the shooting was him­ 
self wounded and dropped in his a t­ 
tempt to get away and the other was 
knocked down by a man in the course 
of his flight. 
The murder of the mayor is the re­ 
sult 
of 
robbing 
Creno 
Geison’s 
saloon at Chadwicb at 8 o’clock Satur­ 
day morning. 
The two bandits drove 
to the saloon in a buggy and asked for 
a drink. 
While the bartender was 
looking after the order the two men 
covered him with their guns, which 
were 38 caliber. 
One of the men 
stood guard while the other robbed 
the till of $65, warniDg Geison not to 
interfere or leave the saloon, and, in 
true Chicago hold-up style, the men 
at break-neck speed drove from the 
village toward Thomson, eight miles 
away. Geison immediately telephoned 
to Marshal Matthews of Thomson and 
notified him of the robbery, and gave 
him a complete and detailed descrip­ 
tion of the robbers. 
A few minutes before 10 o’clock the 
marshal entered the only saloon In 
Thomson, where he discoerved the two 
men. They were drinking, and it is 
believed were at that time planning 
to rob the saloon. The marshal hur­ 
ried from the place to secure assist­ 
ance. 
He found Mayor Bennet and they 
returned to the place. 
The marshal 
entered the saloon first and placed the 
two men under arrest. 
At the time 
the mayor entered the saloon at the 
front door the bandits were giving the 
marshal a great fight, and he called to 
the mayor for help. 
The mayor had 
barely moved toward the men when 
one who later gave his name as Thomp­ 
son, pulled a gun and tired three times, 
each shot taking effect in the region of 
the heart. The mayor dropped dead, 
on Brandishing their revolvers, the men 
| broke away from the marshal and hur- 
‘ ried down the street. 
The shooting 
! was heard for several blocks, and in an 
i instant the crowd formed a posse and 
• headed by the marshal, they gave pur- 
! suit to the fleeing men. 
The men fired six shots back into 
the crowd, all without effect. 
The 
marshal kept firing, and shot Thomp­ 
son in the leg just at the hip. It was 
a painful wound and it brought him 
to the ground. 
He was captured, and 
Myers continued his flight, dodging 
behind trees, through alleys, barns, 
and toward the 
depot, 
evidently 
making for a passenger train which 
had just pulled Into the station over 
the C., B. & Q. 
J ust as the man was turning at a 
corner of the street a person 
been attracted by the shooting was 
hurryiDg toward the mob. 
He saw 
Myers, and with a club hit him over 
the head, knocking him senseless. 
Both men were arrested and, with 
assistance, they were hurried to the 
village jail. The village was thrown 
into great excitement over the mur­ 
der, and the mob grew rapidly. The 
marshal swore in special police to 
guard the murderers, while he coun­ 
seled the mob to allow the law to take 
its course. 
The coroner was im­ 
mediately notified, and an hour after­ 
ward, or at 11 o’clock, an inquest was 
held over the remains of the dead 
mayor, the jury rendering a verdict 
that he had been 
killed by J ohn 
Thompson and William Meyers, both 
of Chicago. The man who gave his 
name as Thompson had a union card 
of the street railway employes asso­ 
ciation of Chicago with the name of 
F. P. Ryan. 
BENNETT KNOWN IN DIXON, 
Mayor Bennett was about 54 years 
old, and had 
lived in 
Thompson 
practically all his life. He was ex- 
i tremely popular, not only with the 
people of the town, but with the 
farmers of the surroundiDg country 
He left a widow ond two children. 
Earl Bennett, a son of Mayor Ben­ 
nett, attended 
Dixon college four 
years ago and boarded at the Garnett 
boarding house on Third street and 
his falhtr visited him here several 
times.

Old London bridge was a monstros­ 
ity. 
It dated back to the year 1176 A. 
IX, and at least three wooden bridges 
are k nown to hav e occupied the same 
site prior to that date. 
The old bridge was slightly ov er 90C 
feet In length, and bad eighteen solid 
stone piers, v arying in thick ness from 
twenty-fiv e to thirty-four feet, thus 
confining the flow of the riv er to less 
thau half its natural channel. 
Tbe en­ 
tire surface of the bridge was oceu 
pied by block s of brick and stone build 
ings—erected on arches, with the road­ 
way 
running 
tunnel-lik e 
beneath 
some of them four stories high. 
All 
of these bridge buildings were densely 
pack ed with human lieiugs—at one 
time estim ated at 1,700—carrying on 
all the trades and other v ocations 
o f 
life.

That priv ilege was reserv ed for the 
ladies most distinguished by birth and 
beauty. Goesd, capons, pheasants and 
pies of carps’ tongues also helped to 
set out the Christm as table in days 
gone by.

Trial by twelv e compurgators, which 
was of canonical origin, existed in An- 
glo-Haxou tim es and only resembled 
w hat Is k nown as trial by Jury In the 
num ber of persons sworn. Under the 
nam e of wager of law It continued to 
be the law of England until abolished 
Aug. 14, 1833. Traces o< trial by jury 
are found in the reigns erf W illiam L 
and II., Henry I. and Stephen, but it 
was not fully established until the 
reign of Henry IL Trial by Jury was 
first adopted in criminal cases tn the 
reign of John, 118SM)Q, and was the 
established mode of dealing with them 
at the end of tbe thirteenth century. 
W itnesses were examined and ev idence 
first laid before juries In the reign of 
Henry VI., 1422-61, but this change 
was not fully carried out till the time 
of Edward VI., 1547-53. Tbe laws re 
gpecting juries In England were re­ 
modeled June 22, 1825.—i-iondon Gk>I>e.
